prosecuted, the prisoners being undefended. 

The Hoo. tha Attormey Geocral said, the 
prisoners were charged with being members of 
a gang of armed robbers, who broke into a 
house 1n-Kowloon City and carried off anticies 
and.money of the value to $150, They were 
all arsested within an hour, in possession of the 
stulen articles, for which they could not give 
any account. The inference wasa warrantable 
one uhut those persons found im possession of 
the stolen property, were implicated tn the rob- 
cbery, But to make sure he had ‘added “tbe 
further charge “uydinst the men of being in 
possession of stolen property, and it was for 
the jory to consider. if the. men so found in 
possession of stolen propérty one hour after 
the o€cutrence were the robbers, and il su they 
must retum a veraict of guilty.
